PARCEL POST.—Under the Parcel Post rates, to avoid confusion and misunderstanding 
With our customers, we send seeds in packets, ounces, quarter pounds, pounds and half 
pints, by mail prepaid to any part of the United States and Canada. 

For the nearby points in the 2nd and 8rd zones, on heavy packages, in 5 and 10 lb. lots, 
or for % pk. or peck of Beans, Corn and Peas, we can send these prepaid by mail ata 
Saving over express rates if preferred. : 

For the 2nd zone it will cost from 10 to 20 cts., for the 8rd zone from 15 to 35 cts., ac- 
cording to weight. 

If customers will remit this additional sum above the amount of the order we can send 
the seeds by mail prepaid, otherwise we have to send by express at their expense. 

For the farther zones it will come cheaper to have them sent by express. 

Your postmaster can inform you in what zone you are located from Pella.

The requirements for a good crop are rich soil, deep plowing, high manuring, good seed 
and thorough after culture. For early use, sow seed of the early kinds in the hot-bed, or 
in a box in the house, early in February, and transplant them in the open ground in April, 
in rows two feet apart and eighteen inches between the plants in a row; or sow in a seed- 
bed outside as soon as the soil can be worked, if you do not care for real early cabbage. 
These may be transplanted in about four weeks. For second early cabbabe, sow in April and 
transplant in May. For late cabbage, sow in May and transplant in June, in rows three feet 
apart and two feet apart in the row.

A rich, sandy loam is most advisable for 
melons. The seed should be planted in hills 
five or six feet apart each way; thoroughly 
mixing with the soil in each hill a couple of 
shovelfuls of thoroughly rotted manure, 
which will produce a strong and healthful 
growth; plant when the earth becomes warm, 
in aS warm a Situation as can be found; 
put in ten or twelve seeds in each hill, and 
after they are out of danger from bugs, thin 
out to three or four plants; when small, dust 
with ashes or air-slacked lime, when the dew 
is on, to protect from bugs.

In no vegetable, with the exception of cabbage, does this value of the crop raised depend 
more directly on the quality of seed than the onion.

A rich, light, mellow loam is best to insure successful onion raising, and may be culti- 
vated to the same crop year after year. The ground should be thoroughly enriched with 
fine decomposed manure, and be deeply spaded or plowed, harrowed and pulverized, the sur- 
face being raked free from stones and hard lumps. The main crop should be sown as early 
as the ground may be in working condition. Sow in drills 14 inches apart, and half an inch 
in depth, at the rate of four pounds to an acre. Keep clean by frequent hoeing and weed- 
ing; observe not to hoe deep, for the more onion rises out of the ground the finer it is and 
better it keeps. The onion will ripen in August or early in September, and their full ma- 
turity will be indicated by the perfect decay of the leaves or top. The bulbs may be drawn 
from the drills by hand, or by the use of a common garden rake. After being exposed for a 
few days to the sun for drying, they will be ready for storing or the market. 

For Pickles or Sets. Good ground should be prepared as above, and seed should be sown 
very thickly in broad drills, about forty pounds to the acre.

POT, MEDICAL and SWEET HERBS 


A few pot and sweet herbs (for flavoring 
soups, meats, etc.) are indispensable to every 
garden, while some of the medicinal herbs 
will also be found very useful.

They can be left in the bed for 2 to 3 years or 
taken up every summer after tops have died. Cover with manure or leaves after ground 
freezes up. : 

Naccisens ought to be planted 10 to 12 inches apart and 6 inches deep; they can be planted 
in any place and be left in the ground as they increase in beauty every year.

Htibam clover may be grown either in cultivated rows, in solid seedings with or abet 
a nurse crop. In cultivated rows 3 to 4 pounds: should be used. “To sow broadcast from 
8 to 10 pounds is sown per acre. 


Early planting is desirable, the Seal plants will withstand quite “cold weather and ~- 


will yield heavier crop compared with late seeding. March and April seeding is prefered. 

Hubam should be planted on a perfectly firm seed bed with a surface mulch of loose 
soil. Never plant Hubam on a freshly plowed seed bed. It does best on soil that is fairly 
sweet or at least not strongly acid. It will stand a quite alkali soil: it loves the strong 
lime soils. Inoculation is necessary for best results with this clover to benefit the soils upon 
which is grows. 

Hubam should be harv ested when about one-half of the seed pods have firned brown and 
the first ripe seed is beginning to shatter. 

You cannot be too particular about getting the genuine Hubam seed. Some irresponsible
